US confirms four cases of E.coli from 
German outbreak 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday con¬ 
firmed it has seen four cases 
of illness due to the E.coli 
outbreak linked to infected 
vegetable sprouts in Ger¬ 
many, officials said. 

"In the United States, four 


confirmed cases and one sus¬ 
pect case of (Shiga toxin-pro¬ 
ducing E. Coli) STEC 
O104:H4 infections have 
been identified. No deaths 
have been reported," said the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 


The mysterious bacteria 
has killed 38 people — all in 
Germany except for one 
woman who died in Sweden 
after visiting Germany — and 
sickened 3,300 people in 116 
countries.

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Dutch military arrives for 
Afghan police training:

Pressure on Kadhafi must 
'ramp up': Britain, NATO chief 


THE HAGUE, The Nether- 
land (AFP) - The first batch of 
Dutch police trainers arrived 
Wednesday in Afghanistan's 
Kunduz province, a defence 
spokesman said, some 10 
months after Dutch troops 
withdrew from the conflict- 
torn nation. 

"The group, consisting of 
about 100 military personnel 
left The Netherlands on Tues¬ 
day and arrived in Afgha¬ 
nistan yesterday," the 
spokesman, Jos van der Leii, 
told AFP. 

The soldiers and police of¬ 
ficers landed at a German air 
base in the restless province, 
Van der Leij said, and were 
the first group of soldiers and 
police to return to the country 
since a Dutch troop pull-out in 
August last year. 

Around 1,950 Dutch troops 
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were deployed in Afghanistan 
as part of the NATO-led Inter¬ 
national Security Assistance 
Force (ISAF), mainly in the 
central Urazgan province, for 
four years until the with¬ 
drawal in a mission that 
claimed the lives of 24 Dutch 
soldiers. 

The troop withdrawal was 
sparked by a political row in 
The Netherlands in February 
last year over continued mili¬ 
tary deployment to the con¬ 
flict-torn nation. 

But Dutch lawmakers ear¬ 
lier this year endorsed a pro¬ 
posal to send 545 people to 
Afghanistan until 2014, in¬ 
cluding 225 police trainers in 
Kabul, Kunduz and Bamiyan, 
as well as military personnel 
providing medical and logis¬ 
tics support. 

The Dutch have also de¬ 
ployed four F-16 fighter jets 
to find roadside bombs and 
boost security on the ground. 

There are about 140,000 
international troops in Afgha¬ 
nistan, mostly Americans, 
fighting an insurgency spear¬ 
headed by the Taliban, ousted 
from power in a US-led inva¬ 
sion in 2001. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
NATO Secretary General An¬ 
ders Fogh Rasmussen and 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron agreed Wednesday 
on the need to "ramp up" pres¬ 
sure on Libyan leader Moamer 
Kadhafi. 

At a meeting in London, 
Rasmussen and Cameron also 
discussed the situation in 
Afghanistan and agreed that 
Afghan security forces were 
"increasingly capable" of tak¬ 
ing over from Western forces. 

The pair noted that "NATO 
had significantly degraded 
Kadhafi's military ability" and 
"committed to maintaining the 
operation until the Libyan peo¬ 
ple are free to determine their 
own future," a spokesman 
from Cameron's Downing 
Street office said. 

"They agreed that NATO 
should continue to ramp up the 
pressure on Kadhafi," added 
the spokesman. 

South Africa on Wednesday 
accused NATO of deliberately 
targeting Kadhafi and warned 
that its military campaign in 
Libya could paralyse other UN 
Security Council action. 

Cameron and Rasmussen 
brushed off criticism. 

"I think there is a very clear 
pattern emerging, which is

PARIS, France - The bodies 
of 104 victims of an Air 
France flight that crashed into 
the Atlantic Ocean two years 
ago will arrive in France 
today, starting what promises 
to be a long process of identi¬ 
fication. 

Families of the victims 
have been divided over 
whether to retrieve the bodies 
of their kin, or leave them on 
the seabed where they have 


time is on our side because we 
have the support of NATO, the 
UN, the Arab League, a huge 
number of countries in our 
coalition and in our contact 
group," Cameron said. 

The British leader main¬ 
tained that pressure was build¬ 
ing on Kadhafi, saying the 
Libyan leader was "running 
out of time and running out of 
friends".

people to choose their own fu¬ 
ture," Cameron said as the pair 
met. 

On Afghanistan, the two 
men "discussed NATO's plan 
for transition and agreed that 
Afghan security forces are in¬ 
creasingly capable of provid¬ 
ing security in their country," 
according to the Downing 
Street statement. 


Governor's bodyguards 
found dismembered in 


Mexico 

MONTERREY, Mexico 
(AFP) - The mutilated corpses 
of two bodyguards for the 
governor of Mexico's Nuevo 
Leon state were found 
Wednesday in plastic bags out¬ 
side a supermarket, officials 
said. 

Police in the northern town 
of Guadalupe recovered the 
remains of the men who had 
been working for Governor 
Rodrigo Medina. 

The bags contained a mes¬ 
sage addressed to Medina, al¬ 
legedly from the Gulf Cartel, 
which has been fighting turf 
battles with the rival Los Zetas 
Cartel in northeastern areas 
near the US border for more 
than 18 months. 

"Two members of govern¬ 
ment security assigned to me 


were killed in a cowardly 
way," Medina told journalists 
after a public event Wednes¬ 
day. 

"No threat will stop us from 
making Nuevo Leon safe," he 
added. 

Guadalupe is adjoined to 
Monterrey, the capital of 
Nuevo Leon state which was 
until recent years seen as one 
of the safest cities in Mexico. 

Authorities found another 
five bodies in and around 
Monterrey early Wednesday, 
including one of a woman who 
had been beheaded. 

The toll in suspected drug- 
related violence nationwide 
has surpassed 37,000 since 
President Felipe Calderon 
launched a military crackdown 
on organized crime in 2006. 


been relatively well preserved 
due to cold temperatures and 
high water pressure. 

French search teams 
brought up 104 out of228 vic¬ 
tims from the Air France flight 
A447 to Paris, which plunged 
into the sea en route from Rio 
de Janeiro on June 1, 2009.

Flores family want life for Joran 
van der Sloot 


LIMA, Peru — The family of 
Peruvian woman Stephany 
Flores who was murdered in 
a hotel room in Lima a year 
ago are demanding a life sen¬ 
tence for Joran van der Sloot 
who is accused of her murder, 
it was reported yesterday. 

The family say there is 
clear evidence that robbery 
was the motive for the mur¬ 
der and not as the Dutch¬ 
man's defence claims an 
outburst of emotion. Earlier 
this month a Dutch friend of 


Van der Sloot said he asked 
him for money via an inter¬ 
net messaging system. He 
says he was broke and 
desparate. 

If robbery is the motive 
behind the killing of 
Stephany Flores, Van der 
Sloot could face a life sen¬ 
tence under Peruvian law. 

Stephany's father Ricardo 
Flores told the press that he 
wants to put an end to the fa¬ 
cilities which are at Van der 
Sloot's disposal in prison. He 


says the Dutchman is running 
a shop in sweets and cold 
drinks in prison and he also 
receives visits outside visit¬ 
ing hours. 

Mr Flores and Van der 
Sloot faced one another in 
court yesterday. The father of 
the victim was asked to iden¬ 
tify a purse found on Van der 
Sloot when he was arrested. 
He said he was 95 percent 
certain the purse belonged to 
his daughter.

Scientists predict rare 'hibernation’ 
of sunspots 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
scientists say the familiar 
sunspot cycle seems to be en¬ 
tering a hibernation period 
unseen since the 17th cen¬ 
tury, a pattern that could have 
a slight cooling effect on 
global temperatures. 

For years, scientists have 
been predicting the Sun 
would by around 2012 move 
into solar maximum, a period 
of intense flares and sunspot 
activity, but lately a curious 
calm has suggested quite the 
opposite. 

The signs include a miss¬ 
ing jet stream, fading spots 
and slower activity near the 
poles, said a trio of studies 
presented Tuesday at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the American 
Astronomical Society's Solar 
Physics Division in Las 
Cruces, New Mexico. 

"This is highly unusual 
and unexpected," said Frank 


Hill, associate director of the 
National Solar Observatory's 
Solar Synoptic Network. 

"But the fact that three 
completely different views of 
the Sun point in the same di¬ 
rection is a powerful indica¬ 
tor that the sunspot cycle may 
be going into hibernation." 

Solar activity tends to rise 
and fall every 11 years or so. 
The solar maximum and solar 
minimum each mark about 
half the interval of the mag¬ 
netic pole reversal on the Sun, 
which happens every 22 years. 

Experts are now probing 
whether this period of inac¬ 
tivity could be a second 
Maunder Minimum, a 70- 
year period when hardly any 
sunspots were observed be¬ 
tween 1645-1715 known as 
the "Little Ice Age." 

"If we are right, this could 
be the last solar maximum 
we'll see for a few decades. 


That would affect everything 
from space exploration to 
Earth's climate," said Hill. 

Solar flares and eruptions 
can send highly charged par¬ 
ticles hurtling toward Earth 
and interfere with satellite 
communications, GPS sys¬ 
tems and even airline con¬ 
trols. 

Geomagnetic forces have 
been known to occasionally 
garble the world's modern 
gadgetry, and warnings were 
issued as recently as last 
week when a moderate solar 
flare sent a fiery coronal mass 
ejection in the Earth's direc¬ 
tion. 

However, the temperature 
change associated with any 
reduction in sunspot activity 
would likely be minimal and 
not enough to offset the im¬ 
pact of greenhouse gases on 
global warming, according to 
scientists.

Three in China convicted 
for iPad2 design theft 


BEIJING (AFP) - A court in 
south China has jailed three 
people for stealing the design 
to Apple's iPad2 tablet com¬ 
puter and using it to manu¬ 
facture counterfeits, state 
press said Wednesday. 

The theft from a plant run 
by Foxconn, a contract elec¬ 
tronics manufacturer, in 
Guangdong province late last 
year resulted in fake iPad2s 
being sold in China before 
Apple's official launch of the 
product, the Guangzhou 
Daily said. 

Rampant piracy of every¬ 
thing from consumer elec¬ 
tronics to luxury handbags 
and apparel have caused fric¬ 
tion between China and its 
trade partners, leading to bil¬ 
lions of dollars in losses an¬ 
nually to intellectual property 
theft. 

A court in Shenzhen city 
last week sentenced Xiao 
Chengsong, the legal agent of 
Maita Electronics, to 18 
months in prison and fined 


him 150,000 yuan ($23,000) 
for buying the design from 
two Foxconn workers, the re¬ 
port said. 

Xiao allegedly paid 
200,000 yuan for the iPad2 
design, it said. 

Foxconn employee Lin 
Kecheng, was sentenced to 
14 months and fined 100,000 
yuan, while another worker 
identified as Hou Pengna was 
given a two-year sentence 
suspended for one year and 
fined 30,000 yuan, it said. 

All three were convicted 
of the crime of violating 
commercial secrets, it said. 

The iPad2 was officially 
launched in China, the 
world's biggest Internet mar¬ 
ket, in May. 

In 2010, Apple's iPad, the 
first generation of the tablet 
computer, was also pirated 
before its official launch in 
China and sold as the "iPed" 
for only a fraction of the cost 
of the real product.

Young Girls May Lose 


Canada blasted over |'©ep o ver Pressure to 


asbestos exports

OTTAWA,Canada (AFP) - 
Canada's opposition blasted 
the government for ignoring 
its own scientists' advice to 
stop the mining and exporting 
of asbestos, one week before 
a major UN conference on 
dangerous products. 

New Democratic Party 
MPs also accused the Conser¬ 
vative government of block¬ 
ing the UN listing of 
chrysotile asbestos as toxic so 
that it would be strictly regu¬ 
lated. 

The MPs, backed by more 
than 200 scientists and health 


organizations from 
around the world who 
signed a letter urging 
the government to 
act, said internal gov¬ 
ernment emails re¬ 
vealed Health Canada 
pressed Ottawa to 
recognize the product 
mined in Quebec as 
dangerous. 

Ottawa refused. 
New Democratic 
Party MP Pat Martin 
said: "It's appalling, it's a dis¬ 
grace, it's an international 
shame and it gives a big black 
eye to Canada's boy-scout 
image around the world if 
we're dumping this carcino¬ 
gen into unsuspecting devel¬ 
oping nations." 

India, Indonesia and the 
Philippines, among others, are 
major importers of Canadian 
asbestos. 

Industry Minister Christian 
Paradis countered that 
"Canada has promoted the 
safe and secure use of 


chrysotile asbestos for 30 
years both nationwide and in¬ 
ternationally." 

He pointed to scientific re¬ 
views that found it can be 
used under controlled condi¬ 
tions. 

The Rotterdam Conven¬ 
tion's 73 signatories, includ¬ 
ing Canada, agreed to ban or 
severely restrict pesticides 
and industrial chemicals for 
health and environmental rea¬ 
sons. 

The fifth meeting of the 
parties is to be held in Geneva 
on June 20-24. 

According to the New De¬ 
mocrats, Canada exported 
750,000 tonnes of asbestos in 
2006, the last year figures 
were available. 

The fibrous crystal mineral 
is primarily used as building 
insulation for its sound ab¬ 
sorption and resistance to fire, 
heat and electrical damage but 
exposure to it can cause lung 
inflammation and cancer. 


— Some people may lose sleep 
over the pressure to be thin — 
especially young white girls 
who are being pushed by fe¬ 
male friends to lose weight or 
stay skinny, according to a new 
study. 

In conducting the study, which 
was to be presented Tuesday at 
the annual meeting of the As¬ 
sociated Professional Sleep 
Societies in Minneapolis, re¬ 
searchers asked 789 Texas 
middle-school students, all fe¬ 
males and averaging 12 years 
of age, to describe how much 
pressure they felt to lose 
weight and be thin. 

The girls also pinpointed 
the sources of this pressure, 
which included peers, family, 
friends and the media. Re¬ 
searchers then assessed the 
girls' quality of sleep to meas¬ 
ure how this external pressure 
to be skinny affected how 
much sleep they got. 

The pressure the girls felt to 
be thin from girlfriends as well 
as from the media significantly 
predicted sleep duration, ac¬ 
counting for 4.5 percent of the 
difference in how much sleep 
the girls got. 


That discrepancy in sleep 
duration jumped to 6 percent 
among white girls (about 60 
percent of the study's partici¬ 
pants) who faced pressure to 
be skinny from their friends, 
the investigators found. 

The study authors added 
that losing sleep could put 
young girls at risk for other 
health problems, including in¬ 
creased anxiety and depression. 

Because this study was pre¬ 
sented at a medical meeting, 
the data and conclusions 
should be viewed as prelimi¬ 
nary until published in a peer- 
reviewed journal.

Neglected strays: a 


regional dilemma in the spotlight

A new resident since last Christmas 


It is surprising and often 
shocking for vacationers to the 
Caribbean to discover that is¬ 
land communities they per¬ 
ceived as being perfect 
paradises often harbor a perva¬ 
sive problem: stray and aban¬ 
doned dogs. 

This was highlighted during 
the Aruba International Film 
Festival by the Puerto Rican 
entry in the Caribbean Spot¬ 
light Series, “100,000.” The 
title refers to the more than 
100,000 dogs on the streets of 
P/R, usually abandoned when 
they are no longer cute puppies 
and most of them having not 
been neutered, so there is un¬ 
bridled mating and breeding, 
further exacerbating the prob¬ 
lem. 

This is not only a regional, 
but global dilemma, particu¬ 
larly in countries that do not 
have the budget for a dog col¬ 
lection program, or administra¬ 
tions that don’t consider the 
consequences. Most towns in 
the U.S. have a pound, where 
the animals are often eutha¬ 
nized quickly, so the situation 
is not as “in your face” as it is 
in less developed countries, 
but cruelty and neglect of do¬ 
mestic animals is practiced 
there as well, as anyone who 
follows the news will know. 

Jamaica and The Bahamas, 



where the problem has been al¬ 
lowed to grow alarmingly, 
have reported fairly recent 
deadly attacks by packs of 
dogs on a young child and a 
38-year-old man, respectively. 
Their animal specialists have 
made a public hue and cry for 
people to neuter their animals. 

This brings us to Aruba, and 
the recognition of our own 
stray dog problem, which ap¬ 
pears far less in comparison to 
those other islands, but exists, 
nonetheless. A number of or¬ 
ganizations are engaged in pro¬ 
grams to educate the 
population about neutering 
their dogs and not allowing 
them to wander, such as Ani¬ 
mal Rights Aruba, which has 


actually subsidized individuals 
wishing to neuter their dogs, 
but are short on funds. 

Wayaca Animal Shelter is 
connected to the facility where 
unwanted dogs and cats are 
dropped off to be euthanized. 
They will take those they be¬ 
lieve they can save and care for 
them until someone comes to 
adopt them. 

This brings us to Kiki 
Arndt, who began saving 
abused, abandoned and injured 
dogs and cats off the streets 
upon moving to Aruba over 14 
years ago. When she heard 
about the documentary 
“100,000,” Her reaction was 
“I would not be able to sleep 
for weeks if I watched it.” 

Kiki has rescued hundreds 
of dogs over the years, and has 
over 80 dogs and puppies in 
her home, many she considers 
would “never be acceptable by 
anyone for adoption,” but her 
strict no-kill policy has her 
committed to caring for them 
for years, until they die a natu¬ 
ral death. 

Kiki’s dream and mission to 
which she dedicates her life, is 
a proper facility to house at 
least 200 dogs as well as cats 
and other animals; she has al¬ 
ready been awarded the land 
by the Aruban government, 
and has sold almost all her per¬ 


sonal belongings 
to raise the 
needed funds to 
begin construc¬ 
tion. She also 
maintains a free 
Animal Ambu¬ 
lance to transport 
sick or injured 
dogs to the vet’s 
office when their 
owners are un¬ 
able to do so, and 
has helped fami¬ 
lies whose dogs 
have been injured 
by cars when 
they have not the 
funds to save the 
animal. 

Kiki needs the 
support of the 
community and 
all island visitors 
who love animals and Aruba; 
donations can be made by call¬ 
ing her at: 565-2130 or 742- 
8732. She encourages visitors 
to adopt a dog; if not one of 
hers, then perhaps one of our 
loyal and loving cunucu dogs 
they have befriended on the 
beach or streets, which may 
have captured their hearts. She 
will walk you though the 
process of transporting it back 
home. 

Her expenses for feeding all 
the animals in her care are as¬ 


tronomical, as well as her vet¬ 
erinary bills, and donations can 
be made by paying on her ac¬ 
count at the Contreras Clinics 
in Shaba or Savaneta, as well 
as directly to the bank account 
of Cas Animal Foundation

Pandora soars on Wall Street 
debut 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Shares 
in Pandora soared on Wednes¬ 
day as the Internet radio star 
made its debut on Wall Street 
amid investor enthusiasm for 
technology stocks. 

Pandora, which is trading 
on the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change under the symbol "P," 
was priced at $16 and briefly 
surged to $26. It was trading 
at $20.05 at mid-day. 

Pandora, which creates 
personalized radio stations for 
users based upon their favorite 
artists or songs, raised $235 
million with its initial public 
offering and had a market 
value of $2.55 billion at its 
offer price. 

A total of around six mil¬ 
lion shares were offered by 
Pandora while some 8.7 mil¬ 
lion were presented by selling 
stockholders. 

Pandora, which is based in 
Oakland, California, was 
founded in 2000 but it has yet 
to turn a profit and some fi¬ 
nancial analysts were skepti¬ 
cal about the outlook for the

company and its need to pay 
huge sums for music licenses. 

The eagerness displayed 
recently for technology 
stocks, however, appeared to 
carry over into the Pandora of¬ 
fering, sending its share price 
up over 25 percent. 

Business-oriented social 
network Linkedln launched 
on the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change a month ago and saw 
its stock price more than dou¬ 
ble on the first day. 

Earlier this month, Pandora 
had estimated it would launch 
its stock at $7 to $9 before in¬ 
creasing the figure to $10-$ 12 
and eventually to $16. 

Nick Einhorn of Renais¬ 


sance Capital said interest in 
Pandora's IPO stems from it 
being a well-known brand 
with more than 90 million 
users and a "fast-growing 
company that is a leader in the 
Internet radio market." 

The bulk of Pandora's rev¬ 
enue comes from advertising, 
while about 14 percent of the 
money it takes in comes from 
subscriptions. 

In an interview with the 
CNBC business network, Pan¬ 
dora chief executive Joe 
Kennedy said the company, 
which lost $11 million last 
year, has been improving op¬ 
erational margins and cash 
flow. 

Kennedy declined to say, 
however, when he expected 
Pandora to be profitable. 

Kennedy also said Pan¬ 
dora, which is currently only 
available in the United States, 
has global ambitions. 

Pandora is available on 
smartphones, tablet computers 
like Apple's iPad, Amazon's 
Kindle e-reader and has been 
expanding into cars. 

US automobile manufac¬ 
turer Ford began integrating 
Pandora into selected models 
last year and other auto mak¬ 
ers have followed suit. 


Belgium to lift secrecy 
on 250,000 foreign 
bank accounts 



BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Belgium's tax authorities are 
set to lift the veil of secrecy on 
some 250,000 savings ac¬ 
counts held by foreigners, 
around 100,000 of them 
French, the finance ministry 
said Wednesday. 

"The plan is to transmit this 
banking information between 
now and July 1 to fiscal au¬ 
thorities in the countries of ori¬ 
gin," a ministry official told 
AFP. 

The quarter-million non¬ 
resident Europeans targeted by 
the move come from 26 na¬ 
tions but the largest proportion 
hail from across the border in 


France, where taxation is gen¬ 
erally higher, and unlike Bel¬ 
gium includes a wealth tax and 
a tax on stocks held by private 
shareholders. 

Foreign residents are not 
specifically targeted, however, 
the ministry said. 

The second biggest group 
of foreigners to hold savings 
accounts in Belgium are 
50,000 Dutch, followed by 
22,500 Germans, 15,000 
Britons and 15,000 Spaniards. 

The plan follows last year's 
adoption in Belgium of a Eu¬ 
ropean directive on taxation of 
savings. 


US senators unveil 
mobile privacy, 
data theft bills 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - US 
senators introduced bills on 
Wednesday aimed at protect¬ 
ing the privacy of mobile 
phone users and safeguarding 
personal information of con¬ 
sumers stored online. 

The Location Privacy Pro¬ 
tection Act would require 
companies like Apple and 
Google and applications de¬ 
velopers to obtain express 
consent from mobile users be¬ 
fore sharing information about 
their location with third par¬ 
ties. 

The Data Security and 
Breach Notification Act would 
require businesses and non¬ 
profits to put in place strong 
security features for safe¬ 
guarding sensitive data and to 
notify consumers in the event 
of a breach of their systems. 

Senator A1 Franken, a De¬ 
mocrat from Minnesota who 
co-sponsored the mobile pri¬ 
vacy bill, said it would ensure 
consumers know what loca¬ 
tion information is being col¬ 


lected and would let them de¬ 
cide if they want to share it. 

"Our laws do too little to 
protect information on our 
mobile devices," Franken said 
in a statement. 

Franken chairs the Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee on 
Privacy, Technology and the 
Law, which held a hearing on 
mobile privacy in May featur¬ 
ing representatives from 
Apple, Google, the Justice De¬ 
partment and the Federal 
Trade Commission. 

Representatives of Apple 
and Google both stressed their 
commitment to privacy at the 
hearing and said users can opt 
out of location-sharing on the 
iPhone and Google Android 
devices. 

The data protection bill 
comes after a series of high- 
profile cyberattacks including 
one on Sony's online opera¬ 
tions which may have com¬ 
promised personal 

information for more than 100 
million accounts.

Fiesta di San Juan y Dera Gai 



Fiesta di San Juan y Dera Gai 
is an Aruban tradition cele¬ 
brated every year on June 24. 
History tells that San Juan fes¬ 
tivities originated on the South 
part of Mexico and came down 
to Guatemala and other coun¬ 
tries in Central America reach¬ 
ing Venezuela and passed 
down to Aruba. 

It is a custom brought by 
the missionaries who evange¬ 
lized the villages, by introdu¬ 
cing a tradition for the 
remembrance to the sacrifice 
of apostle San Juan Bautista, 
who according to the Biblical 
history was decapitated by 
order of King Herodes, since 
he liked princess Salome. 

When the Spanish ruled the 
island, they brought a couple 
of missionaries to educate the 
locals about Christianity. The 
place they started to preach is 
where the Alto Vista Chapel is 
situated now. The missionaries 
allowed the natives by then to 
preserve some of their pagan 
celebrations like Dera Gai, 
Dande and the Carnival. That 
is why they combined the har¬ 
vesting celebration with Saint 
John day. 

Aruba celebrates San Juan 
in a unique way. San Juan fes¬ 
tivities in the early times had to 
do more with superstition. 
Mainly because the natives be¬ 
lieved in spirits and several 
Gods, and they were very 
afraid of them. In order to be in 
the good grace of the Gods and 
spirits, they had to make se¬ 
veral offerings. One of these 
was for the harvest. The pur¬ 
pose of the festival of harvest 
was to thank the many Gods 
for the good harvest year and 
to request them to bless the 
harvests for the following year. 

In early times cunukeronan 
(coo-noo-ker-o-nan, Aruban 
farmers) after harvesting, they 
stored the trunks of the several 
plants like com and other types 
of wood, so that they could be 
burned on San Juan (Saint 
John’s Day). The farmers would 
then bum the woods, on the 
night before San Juan as well as 


throughout the day. Fire means 
purification and it scares away 
bad luck resulting in a better 
harvest the following year. 

During the festivities, there 
were several games like jump¬ 
ing over fire, typical dances, 
singing, stories and joked 
being told, all this done around 
the fire. This festivity was 
something big in Amba - it was 
a holiday. In the past, on June 
23 rd workers were given the 
afternoon off and the June 24 
the whole day. The festivities 
start when the night arrives on 
San Juan's Eve. 

The tradition to bury a li¬ 
ving rooster (dera = bury and 
gai = rooster) was very com¬ 
mon in those days. Nowadays 
it is obviously unthinkable to 
do such a thing. 

Every town had it's own fes¬ 
tivity. The most important dance 
was where a rooster is buried 
leaving only it's head above the 
ground. Over the years this has 
been replaced with a calabash 
gourd, and nowadays a syn¬ 
thetic rooster is placed above 
the ground. A man is then se¬ 
lected from the crowd and is 
blindfolded. He is then asked to 
kill the rooster by hitting its 
head real hard with a stick. 

After the incorporation of 
San Juan, they expanded the 
tradition, where now men 
named Juan have preference 
over the others. The man is 
spinned around so that he get 


disoriented and no longer 
knows the exact location of the 
rooster.

Japanese astronaut Furukawa Man charged with 
tweets about sickness In stealing house

TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japanese astronaut Satoshi Fu- 
rukawa has tweeted from the 
International Space Station 
that he suffers from travel 
sickness in space. 

"Space motion sickness got 
me. Especially when I move 
my head suddenly, I really feel 
sick. My head feels heavy. 
Help!" Furukawa, who is also 
a medical doctor, said in a 
message posted on his Twitter 
account (twitter.com@Astro_ 


Satoshi) Tuesday. 

Furukawa arrived at the In¬ 
ternational Space Station last 
week along with American 
Mike Fossum and Russian 
Sergei Volkov after travelling 
on a Russian-made Soyuz 
spacecraft. 

The three are due to spend 
the next six months on the sta¬ 
tion conducting experiments. 

In a later tweet, Furukawa 
played down his space sick¬ 
ness. 


’’From MD point of view. 
No problem. About 2/3 of first 
flyers experience transient 
space motion sickness," he 
wrote. 

"It is considered a brain's 
adaptation to weightlessness." 

"Your head feels heavy due 
to fluid shift. No problem 
since the symptom is tran¬ 
sient," he said in a further 
tweet. 

In an interview last month 
posted on the Japan Aerospace 
Exploration Agency (JAXA) 
website, Furukawa said he was 
interested to see how the body 
changes in space. 

"Personally, as a gastroin¬ 
testinal surgeon, I'm very in¬ 
terested in seeing how having 
a full stomach would feel in 
space. I hope to report back 
first-hand about the differ¬ 
ences in the way my body 
feels in space and on the 
ground," he said. 

"In addition, if my fellow 
astronauts should happen to 
get sick or injured, I can exam¬ 
ine them and manage the situ¬ 
ation in cooperation with 
doctors on the ground."

Verlander flirts with

DETROIT (AFP) - Justin 
Verlander has been denied a 
third career no-hitter, taking 
his latest bid into the eighth 
inning as he led Detroit past 
Cleveland 4-0. 

The victory put the Tigers 
in first place in the American 
League Central division. 

Verlander, who pitched the 
second no-hitter of his career 
in Toronto last month, struck 
out a season-high 12 in a 
dominant performance. 

Orlando Cabrera broke up 
his no-hit bid when he lined a 
single to center field with one 
out in the eighth for his 
2,000th career hit. 

Verlander finished with a 


two-hitter that put the Tigers 
atop their division for the first 
time this season. He walked 
one and hit one batter. 

Verlander was five outs 
short of becoming the sixth 
pitcher in Major League 
Baseball history with three 
career no-hitters. 

Verlander pitched his first 
no-hitter on June 12, 2007, 
against Milwaukee. On May 
7 he pitched a no-hitter in a 9- 
0 victory over Toronto. 

In his next start after that, 
he took a no-hit bid into the 
sixth inning against Kansas 
City before Melky Cabrera 
broke it up with a two-out 
RBI triple.
